INDIA;     The  area  under  castor  "beans  is  placed  at  1,352,000  acres, 
according  to  a  summary  of  the  all- India  final  forecast  for  lQk-2-H^,  or  an 
increase  of  Ul  percent  over  the  95^,000  acres  reported  for  last  season. 
Production  is  estimated  at  l6H,6UO  short  tons  compared  with  101, 920  tons 
in  l3Ul-U2.     The  general  increase  is  in  the  State  of  Hyderabad,  where 
weather  conditions  were  favorahle  . 
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GRAINS 

SFaIN«S  1942  GRAIN  CROPS  ABOVE 
AVERAGE  OF  RECENT  YEARS  ... 

Grain  production  in  Spain  was  larger  in  1942  than  in  any  year  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  civil  war  in  1956,  according  to  information  received 
in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.     Wheat  at  103,982,000 
"bushels  is  the  largest  crop  reported  since  1936  hut  is  still  signifi- 
cantly below  the  1931-1935  average  of  160,000,000  bushels.     The  barley 
crop  at  83,509,000  bushels  exceeds  any  crop  since  1935  but  is  also  below 
the  1931-rl935  average.     Oats  production  is  estimated  at  45,170,000  bush- 
els, which  is,  with  the  single  exception  of  1934,  the  largest  crop  in  the 
past  decade.    Rye  and  corn  are  indicated  to  be  back  at  the  1931-1935  level. 

Despite  the  favorable  condition  of  the  grain  crop  compared  with 
crops  of  recent  years,  production  is  still  considerably  below  pre-civil-wa.r 
averages.     The  decrease  is  the  result  of  a  combination  of  factors,  reduced 
acreage  being  the  main  cause  and  unfavorable  weather  and  shortage  of  fer- 
tilizer, contributing  factors.     The  average  level:  of  yields  has  never  been 
very  high,  but  the  short  supplies  of  phosphates  and  nitrogenous  fertilizers 
have  effected  further  reductions,  in  some  cases.  '■  ■       .  .' 

Of  the'  total  wheat'  production  in  1942,  nearly  one-half  was-  reserved 
for  seed  and  for  producers1  use,  leaving  a  balance  of  around  55-  million 
bushels  for  distribution  to  no'nproducers.    According  to  reports-,-  however, 
only  about  60'  percent  of  the  balance  has  been  marketed  in  normal  channels. 
Hoarding  and  .black-market  activities  have  presumably  reduced  -marketings 
to  that  amount.  .  ;  :  ■    -  •  -  


Consumption  requirements,  for  wheat,'  as  officially  estimated,-  a-re - 
considerably  .above  the  domestic  supply,  and  sizable  imports  have  -been  con- 
tracted for  in  Argentina  in  addition 'to  some  shipments  received  from 
Canada.     Smaller  deficits  of  barley,  'oats,  rye,  and  corn  are :also  indi- 
.  cated.    An  appraisal  of  consumption  needs  presents  many  difficulties,  since 
rationing  and  dietary  habits  are  local  situations  and  vary  greatly  from 
Province  to  Province  according  to  conditions  of  supply  and  distribution. 

Transportation  difficulties  complicate  the  distribution . of , food.  • 
In  many-districts,  trucking  is  considered  more  satisfactory  as -well. as 
more  economical  than  rail  shipments. '   The  railway  system  is  handicapped  by 
a  lack  of  rolling  stock  and  operating  facilities,  and  trucking- is  limited 
by"  the  amount  of  imported  motor  fuel" available.    As  a  result:  of  reduced 
food  supplies,  current  diets  are  officially  estimated  to  be  considerably-  . 
belov  the  inadequate  levels  of  1935.'  :   

Bread  is  the  basic  element  in  the  Spanish  diet  and  is,  according 
to  present  rationing,  distributed  in  quantities  varying  in  inverse,  ratio 
to  the  income  received.     Thus  the  highest-income  groups  are  allotted  the 
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smallest  "oread  ration  on  the  assumption  that  they  can  obtain  -supplies  of.'" 
higher-priced  foods  to  supplement  the  "bread  ration.     It  is  estimated  that 
at  least  80  percent  of  the  population  receive  the  highest  ration,  15  per- 
cent the  second  ration,  and  about  5  percent  the  lowest  allowance.  Work- 
ers, even  with  their  bread  ration  falling  in  the  highest  category,  are 
thought  to  receive  only  about  70  percent  of  their  actual  needs  in  calories. 

The  price  for  ■wheat  of  the  1942-43  season  has  been  set  at  84  pesetas 
per  quintal  (about  $2.10  per  bushel  at  the  official  rate  of  exchange)  for 
summer  wheat  and  similar  semisoft  types,  with  a  pe.r-hectol iter  weight  of 
77  kilograms,  and  a  maximum  of  3  percent  of  impurities.     It  is  hoped  that 
the  favorable  price  will  encourage  growers  to  extend  their  wheat  sowings. 
In  recent  years  there  ha. s  been  noted  some  shift  to;.a,lfalfa  and  other  crops, 
which  are  said  to  have  paid  'producers  a  better  return.  ,

SUBSTANTIAL  SURPLUS  OF 
MEXICAN  COTTON  FOPECAST 


According  to  reports  from  trade  sources,  the  Mexican .cotton  surplus 
on  July  31,  1943,  will  be  approximately  75,000  bales,   of  which  50,000  to 
60,000  bales  will  be  middling  or  better  in  grade  and  1  inch  to  l-l/l6  inch 
in  staple.     The  expected  carry-over  is  substantially  larger  than  normal 
and  is  due  primarily  to.  an  increase  in  production  during  the.  past  t^o  sea- 
ons.     Present  indications  are  that  the  Mexican  cotton  acreage  will  be 
increased  this  spring  in  spite  of  the  probable.,  surplus. 


CHILEAN  HEMP  DAMAGED  BY  PAIN  .   .  . 


Chile's  1942-43  hemp  crop  has  been  damaged  somewhat  by  an  unusually 
early  rain,  ^hich  came  in  the  midst  of  harvest  in  Aconcagua  and  other  of 
the  principal  hemp-producing  districts.     The  amount  of  damage  ha,s  not  been 
ascertained,  but  the  seed  crop  proba.bly  suffered  more  than  the  fiber. 

Aconcagua,  the  largest  hemp- producing  Province  in  Chile,  has  a 
planted  area  of  about  21,000  acres,  or  almost  half  the  total  area  devoted 
to  hemp  in  Chile.     This  Province  normally  accounts  for  approximately  two- 
thirds  of  the  total.     The  change  in  ratio  is  due  mostly  to  the  large  in- 
creases in  acreage  in  Santiago,   O'Higgins,  and  other  Provinces,  rather 
than  to  the  decrease  in  Aconcagua,   the  area  in  the  latter  being  approxi- 
mately 5  percent  below  that  of  last  year.     The  quality  of  hemp  grown  in  the 
Aconcagua,  district  usually  resembles  that  of  hemp  grown  in  Italy.

EXPORTS  0?  LATAKIA  TOBACCO 
FROLi  SYRIA  AND  LEBANON 
SHARPLY  CURTAILED  .   .  . 

About  7  million  pounds  of  aromatic  Latakia  tobacco  were  available 
for  export  in  Syria  end  Lebanon  at  the  end  of  1942,  according  to  a  report 
from  James  T  Scott,   commercial  attache'  at  Beirut.     This  figure,  which  in- 
cluded the  carry-over  from  the  1941  crop,  is  approximately  equal  to  the 
estimated  1942  production. 

The  United  States  and  Great  Britain  have  been  the  principal  market 
for  Latakia  tobacco  for  many  years,  but  exports  since  the  war  "began  have 
been  confined  largely  to  the  United  States,-  which  has  taken  increased 
quantities  averaging  about  4.1  million  pounds  annually  during  the  3  years 
1940-1942.     In  the  fall  of  1942,  however,   tobacco  was  removed  from  the 
list  of  commodities  having  priority  shipping  space  to  the  United  States. 
This,  together  with  the  practical  cessation  of  shipments  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  due  to  inadequate  shipping  and  the  low  prices  offered  by  United 
Kingdom  importers,  resulted  in  the  accumulation  of  stocks. 

The  inability  to  export  tobacco  has  caused  a  serious  economic 
problem  for  a  large  segment  of  the  population  of  the- Latakia  district  who 
are  dependent  on  the  production  and  marketing  of  aromatic  leaf  for  a  live^ 
lihood.    Relief  is  being  attempted  by  officials  in  Syria  and  Lebanon 
through  pirns  to  restrict  the  area  planted  to  Latakia  tobacco  in  1943  to 
two-thirds  of  the  previous  year's  acreage,  and  to  encourage  the  planting 
of  types  for  which  there  is  a  local  demand. 


EL  SALVADOR  IITCR1ASSS  TOBACCO  IMPORTS 

ANi  expands  flue-cured  production  .  .  . 

Production  of  tobacco  in  El  Salvador  in  recent  years,  principally 
low— "Tade  dark" types,  is  estimated  by  responsible  private  sources  to  have 
averaged  between  1.1  and  1.3  million  pounds  annually  from  a  planted  acre- 
age of  between; 2,000  and  2,400  acres.    The : production  of  American-type 
flue-cured  leaf  has  been  expanded  to  meet  an  increased  demand  for  better 
quality  cigarettes,  and  a  sharp  increase  in  imports  of  poor'  quality  d-rk 
leaf  fro;,.  Honduras  has  been  necessary  to  sup-clement  the  production  of 
native  types.  '  :   - . -  . 

It  is  reported  that  production  of  tobacco  in  El  Salvador  could 
probably  be  increased  to  provide  sufficient  leaf  for  local  demands  and 
possibly  a  surplus  for  export.     Increased  production  would  depend  on  the 
success  of  governmental  agencies  in  introducing  improved  methods  of  cul- 
tivation and  processing.     In  recent  years  a  local  cigarette  manufacturing 
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company  has  encouraged  the  production- -of  flue- cured- and  air-r  cured  types 
under  the  direction  of  experts  from  the  United  States.     Apparently,  good 
results  have  "been  obtained.     It  is  reliably,  estimated  'that  about  302,000 
pounds  of  flue-cured  tobacco  were  produced  in  1942  compared  with  251,000 
pounds  in  1941,  and  only  57,000  pounds  in  1938.     Host  of  the  locally  grown 
flue-cured  and  improved  air-cured  leaf  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  bet. tier 
quality  cigarettes.     Total  production  of  cigarettes  in  SI  Salvador  amounts 
to  about  950  million  pieces,  the  greater  portion  of  which  is  made  from 
dark  low-grade  leaf.     Cigar  production  is  insignificant. 


Imports  of  leaf  from  Hondura.s  have  increased  steadily  from  less  than 
1,000  pounds  in  1936  to  an  estimated  figure  of  about  2  million  pounds  in 
1942.     Imports  of  American  leaf,  largely  flue-cured,  for  use  in  blending 
with  locally  grown  types  in  the  manufacture  of  a  limited  quantity  of  qual- 
ity cigarettes  have  remained  fairly  constant,  averaging  about  57,000  pounds 
annually  during  the  period  1936-1940.     Reliable  estimates  place  takings  of 
American  leaf  in  1941  and  1942  at  about  65,000  pounds  annually.

Although  locally  grown  tobacco  fills  most  of  the  needs  of  the 
Dominican  Republic,   small  quantities  of  leaf,  principally  burley  imported 
from  the  United  States,  axe  required  in  the  manufacture  of  quality  ciga- 
rettes used  in  the  Republic  and  exported  to  the  Netherlands  West  Indies. 
Imports  of  leaf  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  58,000  pounds  and 
60,000  pounds  in  1941  and  1942,   respectively.     Stocks  of  American  tobacco 
on  hand  in  March  1943  '"ere  not  sufficient  to  meet  domestic  manufacturers1 
requirements  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year.

AUSTRALIA  FIXES  HOG  PRICES  .   .  . 

Australian  hog  producers  are  expected  to  benefit  from  the  official 
fixed  -prices,  which  were  to  go  into  effect  about  February  1.     The  imme- 
diate reaction  of  producers  was  not  favorable,  as  hog  prices  had.  gone  to 
higher  levels  previously.     It  is  expected,  however,   that  the  new  price 
schedule  will  have  a  stabilizing  effect  and  that  such  breaks  in  prices  as 
occurred  in  1941  will  be  avoided. 

The  fixed  prices  for  hogs,  the  first  installment  of  the  Australian 
Meat  Industry  Commission's  meat-control  plan,  were  announced  on  December 
The  prices  are  those  that  are  to  be  paid  to  producers  on  delivery  of  hogs 
at  recognized  meat'  works  or  abattoirs.     Killing  and  dressing  charges  are 
not  deductible..     The  producers,   therefore,  will  receive  the  net  amount 
specified  in  the  schedule.     The  sale  of  third  quality  hogs  is  to  bo 
restricted  tc  Australia.

During  1943  the  Commission  will  purchase  at  these  prices  all  pork 
suitable  for  human  consumption.    All  surplus  pork  will  also  be  purchased 
in  1944  at  prices  to  be  established  during  the  current  year.  Processing 
charges,  as  well  as  wholesale  and  retail  margins,  are  to  be  brought  under 
control  and  will  be  revised  from  time  to  time  by  the  Commonwealth  Price 
Commissioner  when  conditions  warrant  such  revision. 
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Producers  may  still  sell  their  hogs  by  .auction  or  send  them  to 
licensed  slaughtering  establishments ,  in  which  -  case  '.they  will  he  paid  the 
official  prices.    Producers  can  scarcely  expect  to" secure  any  "benefit  by 
sell in\.  at  auction,  however,  when  the  dressed-"'eat  price  is  fixed. 

As- producers  were  not  particularly  pleased  with  the  ne^  prices, 
which  were  considerably  lower  than  had  been  obtained  in  leading  markets 
previously,   it  seems  possible  that  there  will  be  nO  incentive  to  increase 
production  materially,  and  it  also  offers  possibilities  for  development  of 
a  black  market.     It  is  estimated  that  light-grade  baconers  of  150  pounds  at 
8  pence  will  bring  E5  .($16.14)  per  head;  heavy  weights  of  180  pounds  1=5.5.0 
($17.92)  per  head;,  and  light  porkers  of  100  pounds  only  L3.8.9  ($11.10). 
Therefore,  there,  will  be  a,  tendency  to  concentrate  .  on  light  baconers. 

Prices  will  probpbly  also  be  established  for  beef,  lamb,  and  mutton 
on  a  dressed-weight  basis,  according  to  grade.     G-rading  at  export  works 
and  leading  abattoirs  can  be  controlled,  but  great  difficulty  will  be 
found  in  attempting i it  at  provincial  killing  places  as  there  are  not 
nearly  enough  experienced  graders  to  cover  country  abattoirs.

URUGUAI  TO  TAKE  CENSUS  OF  DROUGHT  LOSSES'  ... 

As  soon  as  climatic  conditions  become  normal,  a  census  is  to  be 
taken  in  certain  areas  of  Uruguay  to  determine  drought  losses,  according 
to  a  decree  of  February  10,  1943,  published  in  the  Diario  Oficial  by  the 
Division  of  Economics  .and  Statistics.     This  census  is  to  be  parried  out 
with  the  assistance  of  the  departmental  inspectors  of  the  Livestock 
Division  and  of  local  police  authorities. 
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CANADIAN  '.TOOL  PRODUCTION  STILL  FAR 
FROM  SUPPLYING-  DOMESTIC  NEEDS  .   .  . 

The  Dominion  Provincial  Conference  has  estimated  that  from  25  to 
30'  percent  more  sheep  "/ill  "be  available  for  shearing  in  Canada  in  1943 
than  in  1942,  and  that  wool  production  this  year  will  probably  reach 
20,000,000  pounds.    Production  in  1942  amounted  to  17,596,000  pounds,  an 
increase  of  3  percent  above  the  revised  estimate  for  1941. 

Shorn-wool  production  in  1942  'amounted  to.  12,867,000  pounds,'  an 
increase  of  10.6  percent  over  the  revised  estimate  for  1941,  whereas  the 
p'roduction  of -pulled  ™ool  increased  only  0.4  percent  to  4,729,000  pounds. 
A  sharp  downward  revision  in  the  estimates  of  sheep  numbers  and  wool 
production  has  been  made  on  the  basis  of  the  1941  census  figures.  As 
estimates  for  earlier  years  h-ve  not  as  yet  been  revised,   the  original 
official  estima.te  is  shown -in  the  table  below,  as  well  as  the  revised  one 

Despite  this  increase  in  production,   it  still  fell  far  below  the 
Canadian  wartime  requirements.     Imports  rea.ched  the  record  total  of 
114,000,000  pounds,   on  a  grease  basis,  in  1942.     Exports  were  very  small, 
totaling  only  384,000  pounds,   compared  with  3,000,000  in  1941  and  ah 
average  for  pre-war  years  of  6,500,000  pounds.

Trade  Board 
for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  entire  Canadian  wool  clip  for.  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war  and  one  production  year  thereafter,  and  for  importing 
wool  for  nonmilitary  requirements,    The  Melbourne  Merchandising,  'Ltd*., 
which  was  created  in  October  1940  by  the  Department  of  Munitions  and 
Supply  to  purchase  and  resell  certain  types  of  wool  and  tops  for  mili- 
tary use,   continues  to  function  in  that  capacity.     It  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Wool  Administrator  and  four  other  officials,  two  of  whom 
are  from  the  office  of  the  Wool  Administrator  and  two  from  manufacturing 
firms.     It  purchases  wool  from  the  United  Kingdom  Wool  Control.
